Emirates seen adopting tough stand 
while Tehran i^st^s territorial claim 


ABU DHABI (Agencies) ■ — ■ 
Negotiators from Iran and the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
opened talks Sunday on a territo- 
rial dispute in the Gulf that could 
plunge the world's major oil re- 
gion into new crisis.

. particularly, in view of foe fact 
that the talks fasted ' for one 
month,” Mr. Arouri told the 


Jordan Times. 

At the time, “taking into 
consideration tiie complex issues 
involved, we cannot expect 
dramatic pr ogress overnight, he 
said. 

Sameer Abdullah, a Palesti- 
nian negotiator, said the Israeli 
side was concent ratin g on nego- 
tiations until Syria at tiie expense 
of other trades. 

Israel “has shifted its negotia- 
tions priorities and concentrated 
on resolving its conflict with 
Syria,” Mr. Abdnllah was quoted 
by the Associated Press as saying. 

His comment was interpreted 
as reflecting a “growing Palesti- 
nian fear” that the new Israeli 
government of Yitzhak Rabin 
was sidelining its peace talks with 
the Palestinians in its quest to 
achieve peace with Syria. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
was quoted on Saturday as criti- 
cising Mr. Rabin for Israel's con- 


centration on Syria. 

“Now Rabin envisages making 
peace with foe Syrians, he who 
based his electoral campaign on a 
promise to make peace with tbe 
Arabs. and especially with tbe 
Palestinians,'* Mr. Arafat was 
quoted as saying by tbe French 
daily Le Monde. 

“What happened to tbe politic- 
al and national rights of tiie 
Palestinian people? They are 
going to create another Camp 
David,” the PLO leader said, 
referring to the separate peace 
agreement Israel and Egypt 
signed in 1979. 

Asked whether foe Palestinian’ 
delegation felt there was any 
reason for such fears, Mr. Arouri 
said there was no ground for 
worry.

Inspectors verify missing 
munitions at Muthana 


BAGHDAD (R) — United Na- 
tions inspectors flew to Iraq's 
mam chemical facility of Mutha- 
na Simday and verified that muni- 
tions Trussing from other rites had 
been moved there. 

Onef inspector Berhard Brun- 
ner spent 10 boors in Muthana 
where he found the munitions 
which the Iraqis had removed 
from two sites near Habamya 60 
kilometres southwest of Bagh- 
dad. 

Mr. Brunner, a Swiss, told 
reporter the team saw tbe muni- 
tions and everything was in order. 

He had said earlier “several 
hundred” munitions were wwaiiig 
from two storage sites near Haba- 
mya and believed tbe Iraqis had 
transported them to Muthana for 
destruction. 

The U.N. has designated. 
Muthana, 130 kilometres north- 
west of Baghdad, as the rite for 
destroying Iraq’s stockpile of die- ' 
uhcal weapons under the terms of 
the Gulf war ceasefire. 

, The tens have dumped be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 bombs, 
rockets and shells there but U.N. 
experts say thousands more are 
still at other chemical facilities 
around the country. 


Mr. Brunner and his team, who 
arrived on Sept. 21, have 
scoured declared and suspected 
sites across tiie country, using 
advanced German-made heficop- 
ters.

ARLINGTON, Ohio (R) — The

United States would supply Israel

A statement released by the 
White House as President 
. George Bush was campai g nin g in 
Ohio said Mr- Bush and Israeli 
Prime'nvCnister Yitzhak Rabin 
had reached agreement on the 
measures, which it said would be 
initiated by die United States “in 
the very near future.” 

“These measures include the 
supply of Apache and Blackhawk 
helicopters and the preposition- 
ing of advanced defence equip- 
ment in Israel,” die White House 
statement said. 

White House spokeswoman 
Judy Smith said most of the 
equipment would be supplied to 
the Israelis next year. 

She refused to say bow many 
Apache and Blackhawk helicop- 
ters were involved in the deal. 

Asked whether the decision to 
supply the weapons was intended 
to reassure the Israelis after the 
president announced die sale of 
72 F-15 fighter jets to Saudi Ara- 
bia about two weeks ago, Ms. 
Smith declined to answer 
directly. 

But she said the move was 
intended to show that the United 
States would “‘maintain its 
ongoing commitment to the pre- 
servation and maintenance of 
Israel’s qualitative edge in the 
region.” 

She said the equipment would 
be drawn down from United 
States military stocks. Congress 
had authorised such transfers of 
military equipment to Israel ab- 
out two years ago. 

Israel's defence ministry also 
announced the deal, and said it 
included stockpiling U.S. army,' 
navy and air force equipment in 
Israel. 

“The package was concluded 
last night between President 


George Bush and Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. It is a significant 
step to maintain Israel's qualita- 
tive edge,” ministry spokesman 
Oded Ben- Am said. 

He said negotiations had been 
under way on the package since 
Mr. Rabin visited Mr. Bush last 
month at Kennebonkport, 
Maine. 

Israel sources said contacts in- 
tensified -after Mr. Bush’s 
announcement that he would 
back the sale of F-15s to Saudi 
Arabia — still officially at war 
with Israel — which raised strong 
protests from Israel and some 
members of Congress. 

Mr. Ben-Ami said Israel was 
getting Blackhawk transport heli- 
copters for the first time. Under 
the deal, Israel will also get an 
unspecified number of Apache 
attack helicopters. 

Washington would invite brae! 
to participate in the planned U.S. 
system for global protection from 
niissile attack, be said. High-level 
technology cooperation would be 
st e pp ed up. 

Israel is also to receive U.S. 
arms under a $700 milli on “draw 
down” deal winch allows the Pen- 
tagon to provide the Jewish state 
sophisticated equipment which it 
no longer needs.

Hie latest spate of assassina- 
tions began June 8, when Atef 
Bseiso, the PLO’s intelligence 
chief, was shot dead outside a 
Paris hotel.

Anwar Madi, Fateh’s militia com- 
mander in South Lebanon, kfikd 
June 30, and Walid Khaled, Atm 
Nidal’s top aide and official 
spokesman in Lebanon, gunned 
down in Beirut July 23. 

Fateh guerrillas cracked down 
on Abu Nidal’s activists South 
Lebanon Sept 9.

ALGIERS (R) — Gunmen ambushed and killed four policemen 
patrolling a Muslim fundamentalist stronghold in Algiers Sunday.

DEIR ABI SAEED (Petra) — A 
bid on the part of the Ministry of 
Agriculture to fight woodworm 
pomegranate trees in the 
Watfi Zialab area seems to have 
1, drastically reducing in- 
stead of increasing production of 
the fruit. 

A number of local formers 
grotring tiie pomegranates on a 
500 dunum land said that ministry 
teams visited the Konra district 
near bore and sprayed pesticides 
in order to eliminate the 
vorin> ■ that has damaged the 
crop fruit, but only 15 days after 
the .spraying campaign, which 
occurred last July, the woodwork 
daqger increased and the fruits 
stopped iipeamgj . The trees have 
also withered. 

The farmers said they estimate 
(heir losses at JD 250,000 
and that the spraying of the fruit 
trees caused the farmlands to 
yield fruit that sold for JD 125 per 
dunum, down from JD 750 in 
previous yean. 

The far m ers said they have 
oomplained again to the Ministry 
of Agriculture, which set up a 
committee to examine the prob- 
lem. 

Ministry officials were quoted 
as saying that the delay in 
spraying the trees was the main 
cause for the loss of the fruit this 
year. They said also that the trees 
were badly affected by the severe 
winter weather of last year, which 
also caused severe damages to the 
roads and winait

Taps will go dry for customers who don’t pay bills

AMMAN — The Water Author- 
ity of Jordan (WAJ) is launching 
a campaign throughout the coun- 
try to collect JD 12 million in 
water charges owed to it by 
subscribers, according to WAJ 
Director Mu’taz BObeia. 

Mr. BQbeisi told tire Jordan 
Times that the JD 12 miliion are 
due on government and private 
institutions and individual sub- 
scribers around the country. He 
said these subscribers will be 
asked to settle their dues or risk 
having water supplies disrupted. 

“We are starting a campaign 
through the and thro ugh 
the WAJ employees who go 
around to read the meters to 
spread the word that WAJ now 
means business,” said Mr. Bti- 
beiffl. 

“We p r eferre d to avoid such 
measure at the peak of the sum- 
mer time when water consump- 


tion was at its highest and due to 
the presence in the country of 
vacationers from the Gulf and 
other areas, be said. 

He said the WAX will cut off 
supplies to homes, companies, 
departments and others who fail 
to pay their dues. 

Asked about the period for 
which WAJ was demanding sub- 
scribers to pay, he raid that those 
who foiled to pay their bills in the 
past years up to the middle of 
1992 wfll be affected if they do 
not pay by Ocl 7. 

Mr. BQbeisi said the WAJ has 
set up special committees to deal 
with the situation and to super- 
vise the campaign. 

“We need the JD 12 milHon 
and much more in order to hon- 
our WAJ obligations and cany 
out badly needed projects like 
replacement of old and worn-out 
water networks in Amman and 
other areas,” Mr. Bilbeisi said. 

The last time WAJ embarked 


on a campaign to collect dues was 
at the end of 1990, when it 
announced that it was collecting 
JD 1.7 million that subscribers 
foiled to pay on time. 

Recently WAJ announced that 
the Council of Ministers had 
approved a JD 20 million loan for 
the authority to be obtained from 
the Soda! Security Corporation 
(SSQ to cany out repair or re- 
placement of the water networks 
in the Amman area alone. 

At the same time, Mr. Bilbeisi 
stressed that the water distribu- 
tion programme was continuing 
to ensure that water supplies 
would reach an districts and parts 
of the country. 

In an interview with the Jordan , 
Times last inly, Mr. BQbeisi 
wanted that the water shortage 
crisis in Jordan would assume 
larger proportions by the year 
2000, when the country will have 
tapped all its available resources 
without meeting the needs of its

But the low-level talks, which 
drew repeated Israeli objections, 
were broken off in 1990 after an 
at te mp ted raid on the Israeli coast 
by gnemllas of a minor PLO 
faction. 

Israel banned contact between 
its citizens and the PLO in 1986, 
saying' meetings with a grdup' it 
considers a “terro ri st ” organisa- 
tion istentou destroying the Jew- 
ish state represented a security 
threat. . 

Israeli peace activist Abie 
Nathan twice went to prison for 
meeting PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat at the PLO headquarters 
in Tunis. 

The controversial jailing of Mr. 
Nathan, compounded by the fact 
that Mr. Arafat is backing the 
current Isracli-Palestmian peace 


talks, fuelled calls for repeal of 
the ban. 

Then earlier tins month Mr. 
Rabin sent the proposed legisla- 
tion to ministerial committees for 
consideration in what was 
thought an effort to sidetrack the 
change. 

In addition to encouraging new 
.U.S.^PLO talks, newspapers 
have speculated that Mr. Rabin 
fears his government could face 
pressure to enter talks with the 
PLO for the first time since the 
group's founding in 1964. 

“There is no change in the 
present government's stance that 
there win be no contacts with the 
PLO as an organisation and nego- 
tiations must be conducted with 
residents of the (occupied) terri- 
tories in the framework of the 
existing delegation,” Mr. Rabin 
told Maariv.

The h rad of AI could have gone further by taking note 
of the several key human rights instruments that the 
country had ratified, especially the Inter natio nal Cove- 
mat on Civil and Political Rights (ICCPR) and the 
Convention Against Torture and other Inhuman or 
Degrading Treatment. Granted that becoming a state 
party to human rights treaties does not in itself offer 
sufficient evidence on the human rights record of any 
country. Many governments that have signed and 
ratified almost every international, human rights con- 
ventions adopted by the international community are 
still among the prime violators * of basic human rights. 
In the case of Jordan, however, the country’s legal 
obligations have been matched by deeds even though 
there is a lot more that needs to be accomplished in 
this field. The reintroduction of multi-party democra- 
cy is the best proof that Jordan has irrevocably 
committed itself to operational democracy and human 
rights. Even more relevant is the fact that His Mqjesty 
King Hussein personalty is committed to the cause of 
human rights and has done a great deal to promote it 
in the Kingdom. Trutrthere might still be mar ginal 
pockets of human rights violations but they too are fast 
on the way out. The simple fact remains that no 
government alone can estab&h a perfect human rights 
record. This ambitions goal cafis for the creation of a 
culture for human rights in which the government as 
well as people most play their respective com- 
plementary roles. That is why AI attached consider- 
able importance to Jordan’s educational programmes 
in human rights and paid special tribute to the 
country’s achievements in it. The bottom fine in the 
human rights endeavours is the need to establish 
harmony between individual rights on the one hand 
and collective rights on the other hand. It mod be also 
predic ated on democratically enacted laws that em- 
body sufficient safeguards for fundamental human 
ri ghts. This moch Jordan has attempted to do and wfll 
continue to do in order to fraction as a regional 
model for the promotion and protection of human 
rights. 


SAWT AL SHAAB daily Sunday ex pres se d concern over 
increasing trends at the Middle East negotiations to arrive at an 
agreement similar to the Camp David Accord, concluded 
between Israel and Egypt.

Resounding affirmation of loyalty and love 


SURE ENOUGH the kind of tumultuous welcome extended to 
His Majesty King Hussein upon his return Thursday exceeded 
everybody’s wildest imagination, whether inside or outside the 
Kingdom. To haw seen one unstoppable wave of joyous and 
cheering crowd after another swarming tire King’s car, literally 
like bees, and forcing it ever so often to a standstill in their effort 
to get a glimpse of His Majesty must have caught at least some ’ 
observers by a big surprise. 

All the country was anticipating an' unprecedented homecom- 
ing for die Monarch, but die crowds that thronged in every 
street and alley in Amman were simply too much out of the 
ordinary, and too much to bandle. The soldiers that 
protected the King’s motorcade were repeatedly forced to use a 
, limited measure of force to keep the people from coming too dose 
to the King and Grown Prince Hassan, who was driving. 

After Thursday’s' jubilations, it is time to take stock of the 
events of that (toy, rightfully proclaimed a national holiday. 

First, one may wish to picture what His Majesty might have 
been drinking of as Iris plane was c a rding the airspace of the 
capital to get a bird’s view of the people waiting since the 
'early hours of the day to see him and pass on to him 
some symbolic gestures of their love, affection and loyalty. What 
did the King think as he glimpsed nearly a million of his subjects 
filling the streets assigned for his motorcade, as well as every 
vacant place in between? No matter bow much be was moved by 
the aerial sight of the huge masses of people crowding the 
thoroughfares of the city, it could not have matched his emotions 
as his car tried in vain to keep moving at a snail’s pace through the 
streets of the capital. There were moments when his car was 
completely smothered by celebrating crowds and bodyguards, 
causing many spectators to worry about the King and Crown 
Prince Hassan. To put it mildly. His Majesty most have felt 
overwhelmed by bis people's 
affection and love. He probably has felt vindicated in every policy 
feature of his reign. The Monarch may also have sensed that he 
has a stronger than ever mandate from the public to pursue bis 
mission for the country and its region. Most touching to him may 
have been the feeling that the whole country is more solidly 
united behind him now than at any other time before. Most 
probably, therefore, the King's first night in town was spent, 
appraising and digesting the implications of the events of his 
homecoming for him and his people. 

As for the people of Jordan, it would still take some more time 
to take stock of the impact on them of the King’s return to the 
country, safe and sound. At tins early stage, however, the King 
can be perceived as having effectively ended their trauma about 
iris illness. For in spite of piloting a long flight, from Vienna to 


Amman, the King looked very healthy and radiant with life. His 
familiar warm smile never seemed to leave bis face even during 
the long ordeal of embr a cing and handshaking hundreds and 
hundreds of official well-wishers. That was additional reassurance 
that all is well and fine with His Majesty, even though the 
majority of the people had wished that the recuperating King 
could haw been spared such protocol hardships. There was, 
therefore, a tremendous sense of relief accompanying the landing 
of His Majesty’s plane and hu emergence from it looking fit and 
in tire best of health. There was also a dearsense of happiness and 
joy in the hearts of the people because they obviously could never 
bear the thought of him sidt and away from his Kingdom for so • 
long. 

Why all tins well-demonstrated and documented show of 
affection and endless love of Jordanians towards King Hussein? Is 
it his courage, the proof of which abounds in the annals of the 
country and region? Remember King Hussein’s accession to the 
Throne at the tender age of 18, in the almost immediate aftermath 
of tire the trauma of seeing with fats own eyes the assassination of 
Iris late and beloved grandfather King Abdallah? Those where die 
days when the country was barely standing on its feet and the 
ambitious plans for its stabilisation and consolidation had just 
been launched by King Hussein's grandfather. Those were also 
the historical circumstances when the Palestinian conflict was 
reaching its zenith, in the aftermath of the establishment of Israel 
on the ashes of tire Palestinian dreams for statehood. In addition 
those were the times when tire Middle East was still in a state of 
flux with the parts of the region’s gigsaw puzzle not securely in 
place. More ominionsly, those were the days, also, of tire 
never-ending intrigues and conspiracies against tire Hashemite 
Kingdom. 

Then came tire Arabisation of the Jordanian Army, the 
backbone of the country ever since tire Arab Revolt was launched 
by Sharif Hussein, at the beginning of tire twentieth century. The 
demonstration of the King's courage continued throughout that 
era that was often characterised by conspiracies to wage military 
coups against the established order in the country. The King's 
courage and unfaltering conviction in the continuing mission of 
the Arab Revolution were singularly the most critical factors that 
thwarted those early attempts on tire sanity and stability of the 
country. The record of King Hussein in this view persisted 
unabated throughout the sixties, seventies, eighties and nineties. 

The strength of the King’s convictions were always associated 
with his wisdom and statesmanship as far back as one can 
remember. One particular hi g hli gh t of this record was the first 
ever serious contemporary effort to kid: off Arab unity when 
Amman and Baghdad declared their federation back in 1958.

In the case of Jordan, the down times were simply 

anomalies, scarce and far between. . . , 

Still, if one must find a singular explanation for the people s 
unshaken loyalty to their King, it is his compassion that sUmdsoirt 
as a unique feature unmatched anywhere else in the world. 

This special King Hussein trademark could be viewed as not 
only the hallmark of his reign, but also the source of his power 
and strength. The entire world, including of course the Jordanian 
people, have duly taken note of King Hussein’s unique treatment 
of even his worst enemies, including those who conspired against 
his life and regime. Many such people were in due course 
reintegrated into the economic and political life of the country. 
Many of them were even assigned to the highest positions in 
government. Fortunately, most such rehabilitated persons then 
were to become among the most ardent supporters of the 
Hashemite rule. The King’s compassion turned also elsewhere, 
touching the daily lives of many aggrieved or needy Jordanians. In 
the process. King Hussein became better known as the Monarch 
♦hat does not know the word “no". That feature of his reign 
remains the same till this day. His compassion and respect for 
h uman rights was amply demonstrated time and again, and as far 
back as the early years of his rule. When, for example, it came to 
tire King’s knowledge, in the late fifties, that force was being 
administered against suspects in a national conspiracy case that 
was being investigated at the time, tire young King summoned the 
then chief of Army Intelligence and told him: "General, I hear 
that some of your men are using force against the suspects. I want 
an imm ediate end to such practices.” This little anecdote is big in 
its message. It gives a vivid picture of where the King personally 
stood on fundamental human rights starting with the early years 
of fas reign. The King’s compassionate record on and strong 
conviction in basic human rights continued throughout his 
leadership of the Kingdom and continue to motivate and guide his 
rule. 

These are some of the reasons why the people turned out en 
manse Thursday to greet their King and shower him with their 
love, affection and (oyality. I am sure there are plenty more 
explanations that are also properly recorded in history.

Israel banking onjreform, peace to lift economy

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM — 
Inflation is down. Exports and 
share prices are up. Tourist hotels 
are fell — but so are soup kitchens 
for jobless Russian immigrants. 

If the switch to a Labour gov- 
ernment three months ago has so 
far been good for the Israeli 
economy, lines of unemployed 
newcomers are a constant doud 
on the horizon. 

The queues are likely to get 
longer in the short term if Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and fas 
Finance Minister Abraham Sho- 
bat push through the 1993 budget 
and a reform package unveiled 
this month. 

The reforms commit Labour to 
dismantle state enterprises, which 
it helped set up, and to liberalise 
capital markets and foreign ex- 
change controls. 

It would be tire most ambitious 
shift to free market policies in 


Israeli history — partly at the 
urging of the United States, 
which pumps $3 billion a year 
into Israel, more than 40 percent 
of its total foreign aid budget. 

"There are quite a lot of re- 
forms that we want to introduce 
... to open the economy and take 
off as far as possible some of tire 
monopolies," Mr. Shohat told 
Renters in an interview. 

“It’s not only the Americans 
who are keen. We ourselves want 
to privatise," he said. 

Israeli officials acknowledge 
that many state-owned com- 
panies are in a mess. Even once- 
thriving arms industries are 
haemorrhaging cash and face 
massive lay-offs. 

Besides the distortions created 
by dependence on American 
largess, an inheritance of East 
European Labourite thinking and 
a huge defence e x penditure, the 
economy is also plagued by a 
chronic lack of private-sector 
capital investment — both 


domestic and foreign. 

One problem is that non-Israeli 
Jews, while keen to donate to 
Israeli causes or buy Israeli real 
estate, rarely invest in Israeli 
factories. 

But Mr. Shohat believes tire, 
private sector will be the engine 
of growth, fuelled by $10 bifiion 
which Israel will borrow with the 
help of U.S. government guaran- 
tees that were refused to 
Labour’s right-wing predecessor, 
Likud. 

"We are not going to take tins 
money and change it into shekels 
and put it in the budget ... We 
shall increase the investment in 
the economy by tire private sector 
by providing ...- foreign currency 
for them to boy machines and 
equipment.” 

believe there’s a fag chance 
we will increase investment 20 
per cent each year, and we know 
that if we want to absorb new 
immigrants Gross National Product 
(GNP) has to increase be- 


tween five to seven per cent,” 
Mr. Shohat said. 

"We have a feeling something 
changed. I believe it is also be- 
cause of tire changing political 
situation, thar people believe that 
the policy of this government is 
changed and maybe there is a 
chance that we are going to reach 
a certain kind of agreement with 
the Palestinians' and the Arab 
countries. “This causes (business) 
people to be more interested in 
Israel,” he said. 

Mr. Shohat predicted Gross 
Domestic Product growth of five 
to six per cent for 1992, the first 
real per capita growth in two 
years. 

It would not rise above that 
level next year because Labour 
has already started to slash bous- 
ing construction. 

Home-building under Likud, 
including controversial Jewish 
settlements on Arab land, helped 
check unemployment but imntigr 


rants, fearing joblessness, did not 
come in the large numbers ex- 
pected and Labour inherited 
40,000 unsold homes. 

Unemployment currently aver- 
ages 11 per cent and fens up to 50 per 
cent among immigrants from the 
former Soviet Union. 

Mr. Shohat said inflation 
would stabilise this year around 
10 per cent and might dip a 
further percentage point next 
year. 

Exports, which shrank last year 
because of the Gulf war, could 
grow about nine per cent this 
year, helped by a tourism boom, 
he said. 

Many Israeli economists and 


Western diplomats share Mr. 
Sbohat's upbeat assessment for 
this year, but they believe GDP 
and export growth will tail off in 
1993. 

The cabinet has approved Mr. 
Sbohat’s draft 1993 budget which 
is likely to get through parliament 
without significant changes at the 
end of the year. 

“But it is still too early to say 
whether they are going to pull off 
tire reforms,” said a senior West- 
ern diplomat. 

“There will be- pressure from 
within to resist painful cha ng es 
and then there is always politics. 
H the peace process sneezes the 
economy could catch cold."

At the end 
of the week, the dollar was an average of 1A per cent lower 
agaoaCBznopean currencies, and almost three percent lower 
against the. yen. Sterling, however, was L3 per cent lower 
. again st th e dollar and 2.6 per cent' lower' against the maifc, 
compared totbe previous week. 

The dollar dipped against most EMS currencies Monday on 
■ profit-taking, in the wake of the French “Yes” vote on die 
Maastricht treaty. The narrow 52.05 per cent qaproval by 
Fteodivoters only served to fortify Market woes over the future 
of European unity and EMS, however. These same ferns were 
alro deepened by signals tiiattiieltaKMlna was ixrt returning to 
the ERM Tuesday, as had been planned. . 

Tue sday saw the yen surge against the doDar and European 
currencies, as it was sought as a safe haven cur r e ncy. The 
Japanese c u r rency was also helped by the usual rise in demand 
forit by Japanese investors ahead of the end of the first half of 
the Japanese fiscal year. The dollar, on the other hand, 
reboun d ed against the mark despite the- release of German 
money supply figures, pointing to a higher than expected growth 
in M3 by mne per cent ih Sept em ber, tons Hashing any hopes of 
a near term German interest rate cut. The mark and other 
European currencies were adversely affected by expectations of 
a wide ERM leafignment Id fine with market expectations, the 
; Bank of England lowered the Base rate by another one per cent 

to nine per cent. 

While the dollar continued to appreciate against European 
currencies Wednesday, it dropped against the yen hitting a 
record low of 119.60 yen, before dosing at 120.15 yen, its lowest 
of die week. Against the mark, however, the dollar dosed at its 
highest against of die week at 1,5005 marks. Meanwhile, the 
French franc gained when the Bank of France ti ghten**! its 
monetary poficy to support its i n terven tio n efforts, in a move 
aimed at containing speculative franc selling. SmOaity, Spain 
and Ireland succeeded in supporting their respective currencies 
against speculative press ur es by mpnang exchange controls. 

The U.S. currency drifted lower rpmtf European currencies 
towards the weekend, amidst turbulent rad confused trading. A 
batch of U.S. economic statistics fica- August released Friday was 
unexpectedly disappointing, particularly as New Home Sales 
were reported to have dropped by 3.2 per cent despite mortgage 
rates being at their lowest in 19 years. 

Durable Goods Orders also fell by 0.1 per cent personal 
income by 0.5 per cent and consumption expenditure was down 
by 0.1 per cent. Yet a wave of dollar abort covering ensued 
ahead of the weekend as EMS blues soon over-shadowed the 
economic fundamentals. 

As for this week, market part i c ipants await the release of the 
U.S. employment report for September, wfakfe may observers 
believe canid determine if another U.S. interest rate cot is 
required or not

“Simultaneously we «h»il rale* 
other measures to jwrauote a 
transition to a market economy, 
but we shall not resort to shodc 
therapy under any dream st- 
ances,” Mr. Niyazov said. 

The ex-communist Niyazov, 
the only candidate in last Jane’s 
presidential polls, promised to 
make the remote republic a 
“secood-Kuwait” — with a h 
standard of living guaranteed 
energy exportsTHe won 99-5 i 
cent of the vote. 

His ambitious p ro mise is based 
on the imm ense natural resources 
of the mountainous republic, 
which borders Iran and Afghanis- 
tan. It produces 34 Ufira cubic 
metres of gas annually, 95 per 
cent of which is exported. 

Big ofl deposits have also been 
found and Tmkmeaitanr is one of 
toe worid’s largest cotton prodne- 
ers.

ADDIS ABABA (R) — 
Ethiopia’s official earnings from 
coffee, its main export crop, fell 
to S90 million last year because of 
low world prices and rampant 
smu g g l i ng, officials of the Coffee 
Marketing Corporation have 
said. 

The figures, the lowest in a 
decade, sbpw exports in the 19907 
'^Iseaton.whKtoeod^fmScpt. 
30 last year/ ai 36.078 topnes. 

In the 1980s, exports rose as 
high as 80,000 tonnes and were 
worth $323 million in 1985/86, 
when world prices were high. 

Unrest in the country’s coffee- 
growing regions was a factor in 
the decline, economic analysts 
said. Much of the country was 
affected by the civil war whiito led 
to the downfall of president Men- 
gistu Hafle Mariam in May last 
year. 

Smuggling also contributed 
greatly, they added. 

Ethiopian President Meles 
Zenawi has said an unnamed 
neighbouring country had ex- 
ported 10,000 tonnes of coffee in 
the past year — although it did 
not have a single coffee tree. 

Analysts said the smuggling 
was encouraged by the artificially 
high value of die Ethiopian birr, 
which has been pegged at 2.07 tp 
die doDar fra the last quarter of 'a 
century. 

Coffee accounts for 60 per cent 
of Ethiopia’s export earnings and 
about a quarter of the country’s 
55 million people rely on it for 
their income. 

Most of the crop is grown on 
small forms, with only about four 
per cent produced by plantations. 



Jordanian batiks resume production 

Lime, brick firm 
to be buried soon

AMMAN — T£e popular saying 
for comforting 'someone who lost 
something goes: M A1 Awad Ala 
Allah,” meaning “God is the 
mdemnifi er .” And m thing* grand 
now at the Jordan Lime and 
Silica t e Brick Industries Co. Ltd. 
(JLASBI), shareholders wiQ not 
have any other choice except to 
say Al Awad Ala Allah when 
their company win be formally 
liquidated in the coming few 
weeks. 

According to Saeed Htyasat, 
the companies’ comptroller at the 
Ministry of Industry and 'Dade, 
the company bad acrmnulated 
nearly JD 4 J million in debts and 
was sold to creditor banks in a 
paUie suction, leaving sfcareboldm 
no chance whatsoever to collect 
remnants of their investm en t. 

Mr. Hiyasat said be was await- 
ing tbe summoning of the general 
assembly of JLSBI to a meeting 
which would wound up the com- 
pany’s affairs and subsequently 
enable him to proceed in crossing 
JLASBI out from all records. 

An employee at the company 
tokl the Jordan Times that invita- 
tions were being prepared to 
shareholders to convene a meet- 
ing daring the coming few weeks. 

JLASBI, formed m 1975 to 
manufacture quicklime, hydrattxl 
Erne and sand foe bricks, in 
addition to extracting and proces- 
sing aggregated, crushed limes- 
tone and sandjs now officially 
existing only as a c omp a n y trader 
foundation. The factory and all 


have been bought by creditor 
banks last year and operations 
have recently been resumed 
under the newly — registered 
name: The Arab Lime and Build- 
ing Materials Industries Co. Ltd. 
(ALABMI). 

Farid Theodossy, a senior offi- 
cial at the Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank (IDB) and acting on 
behalf of the bank as chairman of 
the new entity, said that ALAB- 
MI was formed on Dec. 17, 1991, 
as a private shareholding com- 
pany eapiraKgral at JD 2 milHon 
sprout among a few sharehol- 
ders. The main ones are tbe 
Jndusfrial Development- Bank, 
the Business Barrie, the Housing 
Bank, tbe Jordan Kuwait Bank 
and the Arab Bank Ltd. 

Mr. Theodossy said tbe banks 
bad no intention and were unwill- 
ing at first to acqnne JLASBI but 
had no other choice as the bid- 
ders offered very low prices dur- 
ing tbe public auction which had 
become imperative due to the in 
ability of the company to repay a 
s y ndica t e d loan. 

“Had a party showed interest 
in acquiring JLASBI for a fairly 
reasonable price, the banks 
would not have hesitated to con- 
dude a deal and be satisfied with 
l

it,” Mr. Theodossy pcnnted out. 

He explained that tbe banks 
bought the company for JD 1.7 
million but, later pumped an ex- 
tra JD 300,000 to capitalise 
ALABMI at JD 2 mfllion. 

Both Mr. Hiyasat and Mr. 
Theodossy attributed JLASBrs 
failure mainly to its high inde- 
btedness and low sales. 

Mr. Theodossy went on saying 

that the company could not break 
up the mentality of the public to 
use lime silicate bricks in con- 
struction because white stone was 
umfisputably tbe preference, de- 
spite its higher price. 

The Industrial Development 
Bank’s senior official admitted 
drat there were also some tech- 
nical factors which JLASBI strug- 
gled with, such as tbe problem of 
colour which dunged when lime 
silicate bricks were exposed to 
water. 

Many people contacted by the 
Jordan Timis complained that 
the quality of the foie silicate 
bricks was not good. Other in- 
formed sources said the company 
bad a combination of problems 
that stretched beyond quality, to 
marketing, administrative and 
financial difficulties. 

"The management of the com- 
pany changed so many times and 
the board members were occu- 
pied by other interests and,, there- 
fore, nobody was really giving 
JLASBI the intensive care it 
needed” a former employee of 
tire company said. 

Mr. Theodossy. noting that 
JLASBPS operating costs were 
high and that competition was 
sharp, especially from low-priced 
fate imports, stressed that the 
new company has achieved prom- 
ising results in the past six 
months. 

"You can say that we are now 
running The factory very 
prudently, with exceptional man- 
agerial, financial rad quality con- 
trols.” he pointed out. "Our costs 
are down and our sales are pick- 
ing op.” 


Tie explained that ALABMI 
has improved operations at .the 
crashed, live-lime and brick sec- 
tions of the factory and has been 
bringing better kinds of sand 
which makes better quality lime 
silcate bricks that do not change 
colour. 

But when and how came thp 
“change in colour” for the origin- 
al company? 

According to the latest Jorda- 
nian Shareholding Companies 
Guide, issued by the Amman 
Financial Market for 1991, sharps 
in the company traded at about 
JD0.170 in 1986, tbe earliest year 
the guide covers.

■SARAJEVO (R) — Sab heavy 
artillery opened up Sunday on the 
Sarajevo suburb of Dobrmja and 
around Vogosca just northwest of 
die capital, Bosnian Radio re- 
ported.

The Bosnian Serb News Agen- 
cy (SRNA) said a Muslim attack 
' nearby was the most violent seal 
-m that area. It said the attack 
- followed the kilting of an nnsped- 
‘fird number of Chilians. Eight 
Serb soldiers were killed, die 
‘agency added. 

But these reports of fighting 
-appeared less strategically signifi- 
cant than the apparent securing 
of a stretch of highway in south- 
west Bosnia-Herzegovma by Serb 
forces and news of friction be- 
tween the Croat and Muslim 
allies who oppose them. 

The Bosnian Serb military 
headquarters said its forces had 
captured the village of Tjentiste, 
along the highway that runs 
through southern Bosnia- 
Herzcgovina and down to Dub- 
rovnik in Croatia. 

SRNA said: ‘The important 
strategic locality ... was liberated 
after heavy combats against the 
Muslim army. 

“In this way a sole front from 
Plat, near Dubrovnik, to Viseg- 
rad has been established and the 
highway Gacko-Foca unblock- 


Tbe Serbs are trying to estab- 
lish a secure corridor in southern 
Bosnia and a supply route run- 
ning up to Belgrade before the 
winter.

Gorazde, which lies on the high- 
way southwest of Visegrad, mid 
where the Seib siege was recently 
Kfted after three months of heavy 
shelling.

The incident, of which it gave 
no details, followed several 
others between the allies in die 
past four months in which at least 
six soldiers have been killed. 

Last week, Croat forces block- 
ed the path of Musihn soldiers 
when they tried to move into 
HVO positions south of the town 
of Makar and forced them back 
to barracks. 

Tire Muslim troops were from a 
new brigade set up by the 
Muslim-led government in 
Sarajevo to try to assert its au- 
thority in the area. 

The two groups are allies in the 
fight against Serb irregulars 
opposed to independence for the 
Earner Yugoslav republic and 
who control 70 per cent of its 
territory. 

At peace talks die Croats, like 
the Sobs, broadly favour a feder- 
al system in which each of the 
three ethnic groups would have 
autonomy. 

But Bosnia’s Muslim President 
Alija Izetbegovic fears that the 
Muslims, who are die largest of 
the three groups, would be 
squeezed out because they con- 
trol only small pockets of terri- 
tory. He is insisting on a unitary 
state.

“Senators Richard Lugar and 
Robert Dole gave me full sup- 
port,” he said, adding that the 
world community’s attitude to- 
wards Yugoslavia was dnapg 
favourably since its expulsion 
from the Assembly. 

“The reason why the attitude is 
rhangmg for the better is that the 
West now sees in me an alterna- 
tive course,” Mr. Panic said. 


France seeks formula to keep Maastricht alive 


PARIS '(R) — A week after its 
grudging “yes” to European un- 
ion triggered the latest European 
Community crisis, France is sear- 
ching for a face-saving formula to 
salvage the endangered Maas- 
tricht Treaty. 

Despite widespread specula- 
tion, French officials imav Paris 
is not plotting a “two-speed 
Europe” with Germany. *, that 
would leave reluctant Britain; re- 
calcitrant Denmark and insolvent 
Italy in the slow lane. 

On tire contrary, French di- 
pfomacy is working flat-out to 
find ways to enable tire British 
and the Danes to accept Euro- 
pean political, economic and 
monetary union. 

President Francois Mitterrand 
has invited British Prime Minister 
John Major for talks tins week to 
explore bow the treaty can be 
saved at next month's e me rgency 
summit. 

France and Germany share the 
same aim, officials say. 

But for once, France is better 
placed to talk to Britain than are 
the Germans, whom London 
publicly blamed for forcing this 
month's h u miliatin g devaluation 
of tire pound. 

. “We are going to do everything 
we can to make things easier for 
Mr. Major by clarifying issues 


which still cause concern and 
finding a solution to the Danish 
problem,” European Affairs 
Minister Elisabeth Guigou said. 

“Mr. Major is very committed 
to ratification. The problem is 
how be can get a majority in the 
House of Commons,” she told 
the newspaper liberation. 

Mrs. Gtrigou said France back- 
ed the idea of adding a declara- 
tion to tire treaty that would spell 
but tire Hants of the EC’s sphere 
of competence and pledge to 
make decision-making more 
democratic. 

She even hinted the declaration 
might remove certain areas into 
which the executive commission 
had encroached. 

Mrs. Guigou noted the idea of 
a “variable geometry Europe” in 
which different countries reached 
common goals at a different pace 
already existed in the Maastricht 
Treaty. 

Officials said that was quite 
different from the motion France, 
Germany and tire Benelux coun- 
tries should rush toward an 
accelerated economic and monet- 
ary muon ahead of tire others. 

French officials said Paris bad a

Zulu leader breaks off 
talks with Pretoria 


KWAMASHU, South Africa 
(AP) — Mangosutira Bnthelezi, 
the country’s second most power- 
ful black leader, broke off nego- 
tiations with the government Sun- 
day, dampening hopes that South 
Africa’s political crisis can be 
resolved soon. 


The announcement by Mr. 
Butheiezi, bead of the Zulu- 
dominated Inkatha Freedom Par- 
ty, came a day after his rival, 
African National Congress 
(ANQ leader Nelson Mandela, 
met President F.W. De Klerk in a 
bid to restart black-white negotia- 
tions. 


has steadily worsened since Jane, 
when the ANC broke off btadk- 
white talks on ending apartheid 
to protest mounting political vio- 
lence. 

Mr. Mandela and Mr. De 
Klerk said they made substantial 
progress Saturday in what was 
seen as the most positive political 
development in the past three 
mouths. 


Mr. Bnthelezi, in an angry 
speech at a Zulu rally, said he was 
not adequately consulted on 
agreements reached by Mr. De 
Klerk and Mr. Mandela in their 
day-long meeting Saturday out- 
side Johannesburg. 

“My view is that negotiation 
for the future constitution for 
South Africa cannot go ahead,” 
Mr. Batbdezi told sane 10,000 
cheering supporters in Kwa- 
mashu, a black township outside 
the eastern port city of Durban. 

“I will withdraw... from farther 
discussions with the government 
until I have had the o pp o r t un ity 
to consult widely on the way 
forward,” be added. 


The two leaders woe notable 
to settle all their differences. But 
both sides made concessions and 
tirey indicated Saturday that con- 
stitutional negotiations could re- 
sume soon, possibly within 
weeks. 

Mr. De Klerk agreed to release 
several hundred black activists 
jailed for politically motivated 
crimes.

Romanians vote in double election 


BUCHAREST (R) — Roma- 
nians faced witii a dioice between 
watered-down Communists and 
radical r eforme r s streamed to 
polling stations Sunday in the 
most orderly democratic election 
since the collapse of Communist 
rule. 

The country’s 16.4 million vo- 
ters are being asked to choose a 
president and both houses of a 
new parliament. 

The main choice focuses on the 
two leading presidential rivals — 
incumbent Prcsdent Ion Qiescn, 
a veteran Communist, and uni- 
versity rector Emil Constan- 
tinescu. 

' The battle for parliamentary 
seats is chiefly between the left- 
wing Democratic National Salva- 
tion Front (DNSF) of Mr. Diescu 
and Mr. Constantfoesca's Demo- 
cratic Convention. But national- 
ists as well as tire former r uling 
National Salvation Front (NSF) 
Party may also win a significant 
chunk of tire ballot 

Across tire country of 23 mil- 
lion people, voting began at dawn 
in crisp and sunny autumn weath- 
er and there were signs the turn- 
out would be hi gh despite fears of 
absen teeism . 

Elderly folk pot on their best 
dothes and were first in line at 


the voting centres, many located 
in schools - 

The baHotxng is the fifth major 
voting exercise and the second 
general election since Stalinist 
dictator Nuxdae Ceansescn was 
overthrown and executed in East- 
ern Europe's bloodiest anti- 
Commnmst revolution in Decem- 
ber 1969. 

But the first general elections 
in May 1990 were tarnished by 
violence and intimidation, and 
there were some allegations of 
foul play in a subsequent referen- 
dum on a new constitution as well 
as in two rounds of local govern- 
ment polls tins year. 

By midday Sunday there was 
no sign of trouble or major inci- 
dents of dreating. 

“Nothing special has been re- 
ported so far ... there were some 
attempts to make electoral prop- 
aganda which is a contravention. 
Police responded by resorting to 
the stipulated imrfw the 

law,” Interior Minister Victor 
Babinc said. 

The Romanian News Agency, 
Rompres, said leaflets of the 
DNSF, NSF and hardline 
nwtirumKct Romanian National 
Unity Party were found outside 
sane polling stations in violation 
of tire election law. But such 


incidents seemed to be excep- 
tions. 

In the parliamentary ballot 
7,253 candidates are running for 
the 328-seat Chamber of De- 
puties and 3,267 are fighting for 
the 143 seats in the upper bouse, 
tiie Senate. 

Some 16 per cent of the electo- 
rate voted in the first four boors. 

“I hope this election wfll first of 
all give legitimacy to the political 
str u ct u re of parliament. Romania 
needs stability must provide it,** 
Prime Minister Theodc. Stolojan 
said as be voted near his central 
Bucharest apartment. 

Mr. Stolojan reluctantly be- 
came head of a caretaker coali- 
tion government a year ago after 
NSF leader Petre Roman was 
ousted by rioting coalminers.

WASHINGTON (AP)— One in _ 
eight American women will get 
breast cancer sometime during 
her life, tire National Cancer In- 
stitute (NCI) calculates. Pre- 
viously, the institute said one in 
nine American women would 
contract breast cancer by age 85,- 
a figure NCI says is still valid. 
The new figure is based on life- \\ 
long chances of getting cancer, _ 
including women over age 85. ; 
The institute said the new figure 
also is higher because there have 
been more breast cancer cases 
documented and because people 
are living longer — risk increases 
with age. Rep. Mary Rose Oakar 
revealed the new statistic while 
publicising efforts to spend more 
federal money on breast cancer 
research. “Wc spend $1.1 billkra . 
on AIDS research,” she said. “If 
you take the total amount spent, 
it’s about $185 million for breast 
cancer. ...That’s research, clinical -. 
trials, everything. It’s peanuts 
compared to what tirey give for
